One-Fifth of an Inch 
Recorded; More Is 
Needed to Prevent 
Crop Damage. 


SEE DROUGHT 
IN SOME AREAS 


Fruit growers and farmers of Ad­ 
ams county 
are grateful 
for the 
one-fifth inch of rain that fell in 
this area on Wednesday, after al­ 
most two weeks of a ‘ dry spell.” 
‘ Any rain is a good rain regard­ 
less of the am ount, especially 
at 
this tim e,” one prominent orchard­ 
ist said. 
'‘We can use plenty more, 
because the dry spell has hindered 
the growth of crops 
The ground is 
unusually dry and 
a good steady 
downpour now will In* extremely 
beneficial " 
Just before the light rainfall the 
mercury reached a 
new high for 
1936, according to Dr. S W. Frost. 
in charge of the Arendtsville w eath­ 
er recording .station 
The tem per­ 
ature reading was 98 degrees. Dr. 
Frost said, but with the rain and 
heavy wind th a t accompanied 
it, 
the mercury sank considerably. The 
n ercury reading this morning at 
9 45 was 70 and steadily rising.

deterioration. 
First plantings of 
com generally cam e up to a good 
even stand, and are being cultivated. I 
while later plantings are not ger- 1 
m inating properly, due to a lack of 
moisture. 
W inter wheat is mostly headed, 1 
and is fair to good, but with much 
short straw 
Rye is in bloom, and 
mostly good It has seemed to w ith­ 
stand the drought much better than 
the w heat crop 
Outs is poor to 
fair, a large portion of the crop 
being uneven in growth, and thin 
en the ground. 
Early Spuds flood 
“Pastures and meadows are gen­ 
erally short and backward. Alfalfa 
is good in most places because of 
tile fact that it is a deep rooting 
plant, but the grasses have suffered 
from the drought more than have 
the cultivated crops.

Official France saw more than 300 
factories idle, many of them in the 
hands of “folded arm" workers. 
Apparently intent upon seizing an 
immediate advantage from the ad­ 
vent today of Leon Blum’s Leftist 
government, the strikers gained ad- j 
he rents hourly, from police patrol 
drivers to biscuit-making mothers. 
The movement fast was gaining 
the appearance of a general strike 
Chamber of deputies lobbies heard ; 
rumors that even the railroad work­ 
ers and postmen would go out today 
From Roger Salengro, the man 
who will be the socialist minister of 
interior in the new Blum cabinet, 
came a demand that Communists ' 
tail off the strikes and order their 
adherents out of the plants. 
“This agitation is not admissable,” : 
he declared. 
“The People’s front 
must not be in a state of anarchy.

He referred to the popular front 
of Communists, Socialists and Rad­ 
ii a1--Socialists which won the bal­ 
ance of power in the last chamber 
of deputies elections. 
Last night, throughout the “red 
belt” of factory suburbs that rings 
Pans, police guarded plants where 
more than 100,000 strikers slept on 
their work benches—men, women 
and children.
